more than just redistributing the wealth 


fascism. 

Meanwhile, the real rip-off continues. It lies in those 
capitalist profits themselves. If anyone is living off the 
backs of the workers, it is clearly that tiny minority of the 
population — we call them the ruling class — that manages 
to appropriate four-fifths of the wealth the workers 
produce. This is the big rip-off; the only rip-off that counts. 
sure it is a legalized rip-off. But, the function of laws always 
was, and will be as long as capitalism exists, to legitimize 
and **legalize" the control of property and power by the tiny 
ruling class minority which writes the laws in the first 
place. | | 

Instead of being diverted into fighting each other for the 
inadequate one-fifth of the pie that The Man allows them, 
the industrial working class and its youthful or lumpen 
elements must get together to fight their common enemy — 
The Man, who controls the other four-fifths of the pie. 

It is happening. Individual rip-offs of food andclothing 
have been accelerated to mass crashings of rock concerts, 
to collective actions to rip-off land for people's parks, to 
takeover the universities and high schools, and to challenge 
the bosses` control in the factories. 

1he cultural revolution tends to spill over in all direc- 
tions.If students are smoking dope in the schools, it won't be 
long before they're smoking it in the army — something like 
98 per cent of the GIs in Vietnam smoke it. And, they'll be 
smoking it in the factories. It's happening now. 

similarly, if youth culturists are ripping things off in the 
shops, workers will eventually be ripping things off in the 
factories — maybe even ripping off the factories them- 
selves. The reason is that rip-offs attack not just private 
property, but the ideological control mechanisms that 
enforce acceptance of private property. Once the young 
people begin to smash away at the walls of the capitalist 
ideology, the workers will not be long in pouring into the 
breach. 

But, it won't happen automatically. As the ideological 
weapons begin to lose their effect, The Man will resort more 
and more to naked repression. Witness the bevy of "in- 
ternal security“ forces springing up around schools, 
universities, rock concerts, sports events — in fact, 
everywhere. Witness the introduction of martial law in 
Canada to deal with a couple of kidnappings (and, 
coincidentally,to smash the left in Quebec). Witness the 
growing efforts in the media to turn workers against 
students, old against young,residents against transients, 
short hair against long. 

Dealing with this ultimately requires far more than rip-

how to destroy him. The burgeoning rip-off tendency might 
just break down some of the ideological barriers we must 
overcome to build such a movement. It might just give 
people some kind of vision of the society to come — a society 
in which there will be no need to rip-off because everything 
will be free.

actions by young people still tends to smash the ideological 
acceptance of inequality upon which the whole capitalist 
system rests. 

In fact, all criminals are political— whether they know it 
or not —because the causes of their ‘crime’ originate in the 
political economy under which they live. A widesread in- 
cidence of crime acts to undermine the legitimacy of non- 
criminal activity, and hence of the system itself. 

The limiting factor with previous generations of thieves 
was that they basically accepted the inequalities of a 
capitalist society. They just wanted to be big shots them- 
selves, but weren't willing to work for it, in the usual 
alienated ways. 

Today's yippie rip-off artists are a different breed. They 
consciously see The Man —the prosperous capitalist— as 
their enemy, and their actions are designed to strip him not 


just of his goodies, but of the moral right to control so many 


goodies. 

Nevertheless, traditional leftists have often questioned 
the effectiveness of rip-offs as a political attack. They point 
out that The Man's control of society is based not on how 
many goodies he has at his personal disposal but on his 
control of the means of production that produces those 
goodies. Changing the patterns of.consumption, they say, 
need not change the authoritarian social relations of in- 
dustrial production — capitalists at the top, powerless 
workers at the bottom — upon which the whole show rests. 
Then too, they point out, capitalists can and do cover the 
cost of rip-offs by simply jacking up prices, leaving their 
profits where they were before. 

No doubt there is value to these criticisms. But, to a great 
extent, they seem to boil down to the simple fact that no 
small-scale challenge can ever shake an established 
system. So long as the attack is peripheral and localized, it 
can be blunted, circumvented, co-opted, and even in- 
stitutionalized to **prove" the liberty and flexibility of said 
system. 

This applies as well to such collective actions as workers’ 
strikes and student occupations as it does to rip-offs. The 
point that the narrow economist view which sees rip-offs as 
merely changing patterns of consumption seems to miss 
is that, as the scale of the attack mounts, and more and 
more individuals begin to rip things off, the system's 
ideological legitimacy begins to crumble. If a larger and 
larger section of the working class, or its ‘lumpen’ 
elements, is ripping things off, the remainder will not pay 
the higher and higher prices necessary to keep capitalists' 
profits constant. | ^ 
one section of the working class against another. Straight 
workers are supposed to be outraged by "hippie 
freeloaders” who are “living off our backs" and “stealing 
from the community". Home owners and residents in Park- 
dale are supposed to attack the “transient youth" who are 
setting up a tent city in their community. Short hairs are 
supposed to fight long hairs. Ultimately, this road leads to 
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“A free country???", demanded the Yippie. “That’s 
where everything's free. So, we liberate the country by 
liberating what we need. Rip-off the capitalist pigs!" 

More and more books, newspapers, records, foods, 
clothes, bicycles are being liberated each day by leftists 
and vouth culturists. Last year in France, a revolutionary 
commando group held up several luxury stores and 
redistributed the goods to the families of poor workers. 
Abbie Hoffman's new paperback, recently banned from 
Canada, called Steal This Book,gives intimate details of 
how to rip-off free food, free clothing and furniture, free 
transportation, free land, free housing, free education, free 
medical care, free communication, free play, free money, 
tree dope. and other assorted freebies. 

As Hoffman puts it: 

"The book is a manual of survival in the prison that is North 
Amerika. It preaches jailbreak. It shows you where and 
exactly how to place the dynamite that will destroy the 
walls...1t calls on the Robin Hoods to steal from the robber 
barons who hold the castles of capitalism. It implies that 
the reader understands that corporate feudalism is the only 
robbery worthy of being called ‘crime’, for it is committed 
against the people as a whole. Whether the ways it 
describes to rip-off shit are legal or illegal, is irrelevant. 
The dictionary of law is written by the bosses of order. Our 
moral dictionary says no heisting from each other. To steal 
from a. brother or sister is evil. To not steal from the in- 
stitutions that are the pillars of the Pig Empire is equally 
immoral. Community within our Nation, chaos in their’s; 
that's the message." 

As more and more young lefties and lifestyle 
revolutionaries get into the rip-off thing, more and more 
psychologists, sociologists, criminologists and other 
assorted experts vie with one another to 'explain' the 
growing rip-off phenomena. They use the language of 
mental disease, or fashion craze. They speak of a social 
'problem (in an otherwise 'stable' society) or 'deviant 
behavior’, or whatever top-down counter-insurgent view 
comes to mind. 

But the truth is that rip-offs are both a symptom of, and a 
Contributing factor to, a society approaching a state of 
collapse. The barbarians are at the gates in Vietnam. They 
may be inside the gates at Wacheea. In any case, the 
Empire is falling. And the reasons are to be found, not in the 
Pickwickian language of the human manipulation sciences, 
but within the realities of current political economy. 

The fact is that, at present, in virtually all the over- 


°r four-fifths of the 


wealth they produce. 

The rippers-off are just saying: ‘‘Redistribute the 
wealth!" And they are saying it very loudly. Their ap- 
propiations take place on-too small a scale to change the 
balance of inequality. But, the growing acceptance of such

result your stop-overs will have to be of short 
duration or the driver can refuse to allow 


you on the vehicle. Also, when meeting. 


friends at places where you can transfer, 
bring extra subway transfers so that all can 
board at no extra cost. 

There are many stations where you can 
risk sneaking in through the bus exits, but 
there is a $50 fine if you are caught. 
However, if you happen to be near subway 
stations at Davisville or St. Clair it is 
possible to enter without the attendant 
seeing you. 


At Davisville, enter through the bus exit at 
the north-west corner and quickly slip down 
the stairs to the train platform. At St. Clair, 
enter through the high rise apartment 
building parking lot on Pleasant Blvd. The 


- parking lot borders on the bus ramp where it 


is possible to enter the station without being 
seen. 


If you take the odd motor trip towards 
Niagara Falls it is rumored that the tokens 
they sell on the Burlington bridge and 
Garden City Freeway work in TTC turn- 
stiles. You can get about 7 for a dollar. 


The controlled access entrances at some 
subway stations will allow two people 
through on one token, but there is always a 
closed circuit TV camera watching the 
entrance. If the attendant watching the 
screen sees you, he can lock the entrance 
with you still in it and keep you there until 
you pay the additional fare. However, 
sometimes the guy watching the monitor is 
asleep and people have been seen carrying a 


second through on their backs. This is 


definitely a high risk alternative. 


On the back of transfers there is a note 
saying that in case of dispute present this 
transfer at the TTC for a full refund. Dispute 
or no dispute, it'S probably worth your while 
to try to get a refund for unused transfers. 


Finally if you are short of cash or need a _ 


ride, change whatever money you have into 
pennies or nickels, and then with an air of 
defiance cast them all into the box. At this 
point, assume an air of "I dare vou to count 
what's in there.” Stay at the end of the line 
so there is a chance that the box already has 
money and tickets in it.

Getting to and from places in the city 
these days can be an expensive undertaking 
if you are unfortunate enough to be riding 
publie transit. There are, however, 
numerous ways to cut some of that exor- 
bitant cost. Adult fares are currently 30 
cents cash or four tickets for a dollar. 

Some of the more obvious solutions are to 
hitchhike, walk or bicycle. The first is not a 
method to be depended upon when your 
schedule requires you to be some place with 
any degree of punctuality. The second, 
though it may be pleasant and relaxing over 
. Short distances, tends to lose its appeal 
when you have to traipse half-way across 
the city.

The hunting party should be well acquainted with how to rip off shit totally free 
and where all the best deals are to be found. They should know what food 
seasonal and about nutritional diets. There is a lot to learn, such as where to get raw 
grains in 100-pound lots and how to cut up a side of beef. A good idea is to get a diet 
freak to give weekly talks in the store-front. Cooking lessons can also be given. 

Organizing a community around a basic issue of survival such as food makes a lot 
of nitty-gritty sense. After your conspiracy gets off the ground and looks permanent, 
you should seek to expand it to include more members, and an emergency food fund 
should be set up in case something happens in the community. There should also be 
a fund whereby the conspiracy can sponsor free community dinners tied into 
celebrations. Get it together and join the fight for a worldwide food conspiracy. 
Seize the time! STEAK! 


Telephones 


You can make a local ten-cent call for two cents by spitting on the pennies and 
dropping them in the nickel slot. As soon as they are about to hit the trigger 
mechanism, bang the coin return button. Another way is to spin the pennies 
counterclockwise into the nickel slot. Hold the penny in the slot with your finger and 
snap it, spinning with a key or other flat object. Both systems take a certain knack, 
but once you've perfected the technique, you'll always have it in your survival kit. 

If two cents is too much, how about a call for one penny? Cut a 4-inch strip off the 
telephone book cover. Insert the cardboard strip into the dime slot as far as it will 
go. Drop a penny in the nickel slot until it catches in the mechanism. (Spinning will 
help.) Then slowly pull the strip out until you hear the dial tone. 


Bend a bobbie pin, after removing the plastic from the tips, and jab it down into 


the transmitter or the mouthpiece. When it presses against the metal diaphragm, 
rub it on a metal wall or pipe to ground it. When you've made contact you'll hear the 
dial tone. If the phone uses old-fashioned rubber black tubing to enclose the wires 
running from the headset to the box, you can insert a metal tack through the tubing, 
wiggle it around a little until it makes contact with the bare wires, and touch the 
tack to a nearby metal object for grounding. 

Put a dime in the phone, dial the operator and tell her you have ten cents credit. 
She'll return your dime and you'll get you call free. If she asks why, say you made a 
call on another pay phone, lost the money, and the operator told you to switch 
phones and call the credit operator. 

This same method works for long distance calls. Call the operator and find out the 
rate for your call. Hang up and call another operator, telling her you just dialed San 
Francisco direct, got a wrong number and lost $.95, or whatever it is. She will 
connect you free of charge. 

If there are two pay phones next to each other, you can call long distance on one 
and put the coins in the other. When the operator cuts in and asks you to deposit 
money, drop the coins into the one you are not using, but hold the receiver up to the 
slots so the operator can hear the bells ring. When you've finished, you can simply 
press the return button the phone with the coins in it and out they come. If you have 
a good tape recorder you can record the sounds of a quarter, dime and nickel going 
into a pay phone and play them for the operator in various combinations when she 
asks for the money. Turn the volume up as loud as you can get it. 

You can make a long distance call and charge it to a phone number. Simply tell the 
operator you want to bill the call to your home phone because you don't have the 
correct change. Tell her there is no one there now to verify the call, but you will be 
home in an hour and she can call you there if there is my question. Make sure the 
area code exchange is correct.

Nothing can beat 
getting it wholesale for free. Or is it free Í wholesale? In any event, “Bon appetit."

Great places to get fantastic meals are weaaings, Dar mitzvans, testimonials ana 
the like. The newspaper society sections have lists of weddings and their locations. 
If your city has a large Jewish population, subscribe to the newspaper that services 
the Jewish community. There are extensive lists in these papers of family occasions 
where lots of good food is served. Show up at the back of the synagogue a few hours 
after the affair has begun with a story of how you'd like to bring some left-overs of 
"good Jewish food” back to your fraternity or sorority. If you want to get the food 
served to you out front, you naturally have to disguise yourself to look straight. 
Remarks such as "I'm Marvin's cousin" or learning the bride's name ("Gee Dorothy 
looks marvelous" ) are great...A man and woman team can work this freeload much 
better than a single person, as they can chatter back and forth while stuffing 
themselves. | 

If you're really into a classy free meal, and you are in a city with a large harbor, 
check out the passenger ship section in the back pages of the newspaper. There you 
find the schedule of departures for ocean cruises. Most trips begin with a fantastic 
bon voyage party on board ship. Just walk on a few hours before departure time and 
start swinging. Champagne, caviar, lobster, shrimp and more — all as free as the 
open seas. If you get really bombed and miss getting off, you can also wiggle a ride 
across the ocean. You get sent back as soon as you hit the other side, but it's a free 
ocean cruise. You should have a pretty good story ready to go, or you might do the 
trip in the brig. 


Supermarkets 


Never go shopping in the supermarket without a briefcase (men) or a large 
handbag (women). In those crowded aisles, especially the ones with piles of cases, 
all sorts of goodies can be transferred quickly from shopping cart to handbag. A 
drop bag can be sewn inside a trench coat for more efficient thievery. Don't worry 
about mirrors or attendants; never look at them. Become a discriminating shopper 
and don't stuff any of the cheap shit in your pockets. 

Small bottles and jars often have the same size cap as the larger, expensive sizes. 
If they have the price stamped on the cap, switch caps, getting the larger size for the 
cheaper price. You can empty a pound of margarine and fill it with sticks of butter. 
Small, narrow items can be hidden in the middle of rolls of toilet paper. Larger 
supermarkets sell records. You can sneak two good LPs into one of those large 
frozen pizza boxes. In the produce department, there are bags for fruit and 
vegetables. Slip a few steaks or some lamb chops into the bottom of a large brown 
bag and pile some potatoes on top. Have the little man in the white coat weigh the 
bag, staple it and mark the price. With a black crayon, you can also mark your own 
prices. 

It's best to work shoplifting in the.supermarket with a partner who can act as 
look-out and shield you from the eyes of nosey employees, shoppers and other 
crooks trying to pick up some pointers. Work out a prearranged set of signals with 
your partner. | 

You can walk into a supermarket, get a few items from the shelves, and walk 
around eating food in the aisles. Pick up some cherries and eat them. Have a spoon 
in your pocket and open some yogurt. Open a pickle or olive jar. Get some sliced 
meat or cheese from the delicatessen counter and eat it up, making sure to ditch 
the wrapper. The cart full of items, used as a decoy, can just be left in an aisle before 
you leave the store. 

Large chain stores throw away day- old vegetables and the outer leaves of lettuce, 
celery and the like. This stuff is usually found in crates outside the back of the 
building. Tell them you're working with animals at the college labs, or that you raise 
guinea pigs. They might even get into saving them for you, but if they don't, just 
show up before the garbage is collected (generally early in the morning), and they'll 
let you cart away what you want. Dented cans and dented fruit can often be gotten 
free, or certainly at a reduced rate. They are still as good as the undamaged ones. 
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Food Communes 


Forming a food cooperative is one of the best ways to promote solidarity and get 
every kind of food you need to survive real cheap. It also provides a ready-made 
bridge for developing alliances with blacks, Puerto Ricans, chicanos and other 
groups fighting our common oppressor on a community level. 

Call a meeting of about 20 communes, collectives or community organizations. 
set up the ground rules. There should be a hard core of real good hustlers that 
serve as the shopping or hunting party, and another group of people who have their 
heads together enough to keep records and run the central distribution center. Two 
or three in each group should do it. They can get their food free for the effort. 
Another method is to rotate the activity among all members of the.conspiracy. 

The method you choose depends upon your politics and whether you favor a 
division of labor or using the food conspiracy as a training ground for collective 
living. Probably a blend of the two is best, but you'll have to hassle that out for 
yourself. The next thing to agree upon is how the operation and all the shit you get 
will be paid for. This depends on a number of variables, so we'll map out one scheme 
and you can modify it to suit your particular situation. | 

Each member of every commune should be assessed a fee for joining. You want to 
get together about $2000, so with 200 members this is ten bucks apiece. After the 
joining fee, each person or group has to pay only for the low-budget food ordered, 
but some loot is needed to get things rolling. The money goes to getting a store-front 
or garage, a beat-up truck, some scales, freezers, bags, shelving, chopping blocks, 
slicer and whatever else you need. You can get great deals by looking in the 
classified ads of the local overground newspaper and checking for restaurants or 
markets going out of business. Remember — the idea of a conspiracy is to get tons 
of stuff at real low prices or free into a store-front, and then break it down into 
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Free Food 


If you are really hungry, you can go into a self-service cafeteria and finish the meal 
of someone who left a lot on the plate. Self-service restaurants are usually good 
places to cop things like mustard, ketchup, salt, sugar, toilet paper, silverware and 
cups for home use. Bring an empty school bag and load up after you've cased the 
joint. Finishing leftovers can be worked in even the fanciest of restaurants. When 
you are seated at a place where the dishes still remain, chow down real quick. Then 
after the waitress hands you the menu, say you have to meet someone outside first, 
and leave. | 

In fancy sit-down restaurants, you can order a large meal and halfway through the 
main course, take a little dead cockroach or a piece of glass out of your pocket and 
place it deftly on the plate. Jump up astonished and summon the headwaiter. 
"Never have | been so insulted. | could have been poisoned,” you scream, slapping 
down the napkin. You can refuse to pay, and leave, or let the waiter talk you into 
having a brand new meal on the house for this terrible inconvenience. | 

In restaurants where you pay at the door just before leaving, there are a number 
lof free-loading tricks that can be utilized. After you've eaten a full meal and gotten 
the check, go into the restroom. When you come out go to the counter or another 
[section of the restaurant and order coffee and pie. Now you have two bills. Simply 
pay the the cheaper one when you leave the place. This can be worked with a friend 
in the following way. Sit next to each other at the counter. He should order a big 
| meal and you a cup of coffee. Pretend you don't know each other. When he leaves, 
ihe takes your check and leaves the one for the large meal on the counter. After he 
has paid the cashier and left the restaurant, you pick up the large check, and then 
go into the astonishment routine, complaining that someone took the wrong check. 
You end up only paying for your coffee. Later, meet your partner and reverse the

"Being a successful shoplifter requires the development of 
an outlaw mentality. Camouflage is important. Be sure you 
dress the part by looking like an average customer. If you 
are going to rip off expensive stores (why settle for less) 
act like you have a chauffeur driven car double-parked 
around the corner. A good rule is dress in the style and 
price range of the clothes, etc., you are about to shoplift. 
The reason we recommend the more expensive stores is 
that they tend to have less security guards, relying instead 
on mechanical methods or more usually on just the sales 
people. Many salespeople are uptight about carrying out a 
bust if they catch you. A large number are thieves them- 
selves ; in fact one good way to steal is simply to explain to 
the salesclerk that you're broke and ask if you can take 
something without paying. It’s a great way to radicalize 
shop personnel by rapping to them about why they 
shouldn't give a shit if the boss gets ripped off.

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Insight into white-collar lives an experience 


My job, working for a large trust company for the 
summer is, people say, a “good experience” In a 
paradoxical way, they are right. I gain first hand 
experience of how most white-collar workers’ lives 
are governed by a longing for coffee-break, 4:30, and 
finally Friday. I discover that the monotonous office 
routine, totally removed from any humanized ap- 
proach to life or labour, fosters apathy, resignation 
and resentment in workers. ۰ 


People who are daily exposed to the functioning of a 
hierarchically structured financial complex learn to 
displace and subjugate their enthusiasm and 
creativity. Contrary to the great myth of the 
“protestant work ethic”, not efficiency or industry, 
but conformity is the predominant characteristic of 
the ‘financial arena. The spectre of the “big boss" 
dominates the employee and moulds his routine 
working life. Psychology, pragmatically applied by 
management, is a major weapon in the arsenal of 
corporate tactics. It is used to isolate workers from 
each other via fear of authority, and via an artificial 
atmosphere of competition. 


Discussion of salary and job classification is taboo 
among office employees, partly because personnel 
departments of most large financial institutions warn 
against open discussion of such “personal matters”. 

Originality and individual enthusiasm are ef- 
fectively crushed by the structure of the whole cor- 
porate organization. Fear of errors stifles any im- 
petus towards individual decision-making among the 
lower-echelon employees. Most decisions are 
‘reached by a “group” consensus. But the group is 
limited to members of the upper strata of the clerical 
staff and the elite: the managerial class.
